THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


Floyd C. Shoemaker 
Among 
the important of the var­ 
ious boards and bureaus of Missou­ 
ri which compile scientific data 
for 
the use of its citizens, 
is the State 
Bureau of Geology and Mines. 
This 
board, which has its headquarters at 
Rolla, was created by legislative en­ 
actment on May 18, 1889, “to 
com­ 
plete a geological ami 
mineralogical 
survey of the State of Missouri”. De­ 
spite the fact that Missouri has vast 
resources, the present bureau is the 
first permanent board established 
by 
the General Assembly for the 
pur­ 
pose of making continuous 
investi­ 
gation of the nature and extent 
of 
this natural wealth. 
Although from 18,‘?3 to 1850, 
of­ 
ficial recognition of the necessity for 
a thorough geological and mineralog­ 
ical survey of the State is shown 
in 
the messages of various 
governors, 
it was not 
until 
February 24, 185,’? 
that the First Geological Survey was 
established!. 
The governor at 
once 
appointed a state geologist —Dr. Geo, 
C. 
Swallow 
of 
Maine. 
Under Dr, 
Swallow’s direction this first Survey 
continued in active operation 
from 
1853 to 1861. 
It< work was very im­ 
portant but was 
necessarily 
of 
a 
general and fundamental nature. The 
Civil W ar stopped all 
activities 
in 
1861, however, and for a number 
of 
years no further effoft at geological 
investigation by the State was made. 
The need for such research continu­ 
ed to be pressing, however, and 
in 
1879 the Legislature 
established 
a 
Bureau of Mining, Metallurgy 
and 
Geology. 
This Survey was discontin­ 
ued in 1874, and by an act of March 
18, 1875, its equipment was transfer­ 
red to the State School of Mines 
at 
Holla. 
Little 
field work was 
car­ 
ried on after the transfer, anti after 
1877, no further support appears to 
have been given the Survey by 
the 
State. 
When the present Bureau of Geolo­ 
gy and Mines came into existence 
on 
May 13, 1889, it was 
directly 
upon 
the foundations of 
the 
early 
sur­ 
veys that it had to build. 
Missouri 
had become a great, diversified min­ 
ing state and the scope of geological 
work had naturally to widen to meet 
these varied interests. 
Early in 1890, the State Geologist 
and his assistants began the stupen­ 
dous task of scientifically investigat­ 
ing the rock, soils, minerals and wa­ 
ter resources of Missouri, as well as 
the topographic and general geologic 
mapping of the State. 
The work of 
the Bureau, as now oragnized, 
falls 
under three heads: 
1. 
The investi­ 
gations of the division of mining and 
geology are directed toward the col­ 
lecting of geological data to show the 
occurrence of 
the 
various minerals, 
for the purpose of developing 
new 
deposits of iron, lead, zinc, coal, lime 
and 
cement 
and 
stone. 
Geologic 
maps are issued covering the 
entire 
State. 
2. 
The topographic branch of 
the service has for its ultimate 
ob­ 
ject a complete topographic map 
of 
Missouri which will show surface re­ 
lief. drainage and all 
cultural 
fea­ 
tures, such as highways, homes 
and 
schools. 
Here, the Bureau works in 
cooperation with the U. S. Geological 
Survey, which meets all state appro­ 
priations for this purpose 
with 
an 
equal amount of Federal funds. 
3. 
Since 1921, the Bureau has been ac­ 
tively engaged in 
investigation 
of 
water resources 
and 
flood 
control. 
Gaging stations have been establish­ 
ed, and in co-operation with the Fed­ 
eral Survey, data has been collected 
to determine the maximum and mini­ 
mum flow. 
The 
Bureau’s 
chemists 
have made analysis to determine the 
character of the w ater of all import­ 
ar! t streams ami springs. 
Since its organization in 1889, the 
Bureau jif* 
¡ sued thirty-three field 
reports covering almost every phase 
of the geological, mineralogical, and 
topographical resources of the State. 
Prior to 1901, the 
headquarters 
of 
the Bureau were at Jefferson City; in 
1901 they wer»» moved to Holla. 
The 
personnel of the Bureau consists of a 
hoard of mar ugers of four members 
appointed by governor, who is 
ex-of­ 
ficio president 
of 
the 
hoard. 
The 
State Geologist, who is chosen hy the 
board of 
managers, 
appoints . his 
corps of as■ -tants.

Early in 1890, the State Geologist 
and his assistants began the stupen 
dous task of scientifically investigat 
ing the rock, soils, minerals and wa­ 
ter resources of Missouri, as well as 
the topographic and general geologic 
mapping of the State. 
The work of 
the Bureau, as now oragnized, 
falls 
under three heads: 
1. 
The investi 
gations of the division of mining and 
geology are directed toward the col 
lecting of geological data to show the 
occurrence of 
the 
various minerals, 
for the purpose of developing 
new 
deposits of iron, lead, zinc, coal, lime 
and 
cement 
and 
stone. 
Geologic 
maps are issued covering the 
entire 
State. 
2. 
The topographic branch of 
the service has for its ultimate 
ob­ 
ject a complete topographic map 
of 
Missouri which will show surface re­ 
lief. drainage and all 
cultural 
fea­ 
tures, such as highways, homes 
and 
schools. 
Here, the Bureau works in 
ooperation with the U. S. Geological 
Survey, which meets all state appro­ 
priations for this purpose 
with 
an 
qual amount of Federal funds. 
3. 
Since 1921, the Bureau has been ac­ 
tively engaged in 
investigation 
of 
water resources 
and 
flood 
control 
Gaging stations have been establish- 
d, and in co-operation with the Fed­ 
eral Survey, data has been collected 
to determine the maximum and mini­ 
mum flow. 
The 
Bureau’s 
chemists 
have made analysis to determine the 
character of the w ater of all import­ 
ant streams and springs. 
Since its organization in 1889, the 
Bureau ha- i>sued thirty-three field 
reports covering almost every phase 
of the geological, mineralogical, and 
topographical resources of the State. 
Prior to 1901, the 
headquarters 
of 
the- Bureau were at Jefferson City; in 
901 they were moved to Holla. 
The 
personnel of the Bureau consists of a 
board of managers of four members 
appointed by governor, who is 
ex-of­ 
ficio president

board.
